School Report 


To THE CITIZENS OF MADISON : 


In accordance with the state requirements, we sub- 
mit the following report of the school district of Madison 
for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1915: 

Our report includes the report of the Superintendent 
of schools as well as the financial and statistical data sug- 
gested by the State Department and our annual recom- 
mendations. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


MR. CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


I hereby submit to you my third annual report for 
the schools of Madison for the year 1914, it being the 
sixth in the series of such reports. 

Many things in the district have been eratifyine for 
the past year. “The attendance has improved greatly, the 
quality of the work done by nearly all of the pupils is of 
a high class, school property has been well cared for, 
more general interest has been taken in the schools by 
their constituents and we have been able to keep the 
same efficient teachers, namely: Mayola Furber, Lake 
school; Manora Tuttle, Corner school; L. Bessie Parker, 
Nickerson school; and Mrs. Lena S. Herrick, Mason 
school. This is a particularly important factor in effec- 
tive teaching. Frequent changes of teachers is CHDOMETKS 
to any system. 

When we find teachers who are interested in the 
work, who believe in the country and know the problems 
of the boys and girls and have faith that they can direct 
in the solution of those problems, they are those whom 
,we should strive to keep. We should make changes only 
when we have a misfit or when we are morally certain 
that we could do better by making a change. Changes 
should never be made just for the sake of a change. 

One of the most efficient rural schools that I know 
is where the same teacher has taught it for nearly a score 
of years. 
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Quite a number of those who completed the eighth 
grade last June are in secondary schools, and, as far as I 
have reports, are doing satisfactory work. 

The same plans as reported a year ago have been 
continued with satisfactory results. 

A study of the attendance problem with a graphical 
representation of the same has stimulated a strong en- 
deavor to keep the curve as low as possible. The percent- 
age of attendance for the fall term in the different schools 
will be of interest. Mason 90.49%, Florence Pearson and 
Ruth Pearson had perfect records; Nickerson, 97.5% with 
perfect attendance of Louise Frost, Elson Ward, Noah 
Ward, Roland Ward and Philip Ward; Corner 94.21% 
with perfect attendance of Enoch Drew, Leon R. Drew, 
Arthur Gilman, Frances E. Hurd, Hazel M. Hurd, and 
Madeline S. Martin; Lake school, 96.44% with perfect 
attendance of Dorothy Frost, Lula Frost, Margery Frost, 
Willie Frost, Gladys Lyman, and Marion Lyman. 

In the Lake and Nickerson schools the girls have not 
lost a half-day for the fall and winter terms. Nearly all 
those who had a perfect record in the fall term have had 
a similar record for the winter term. 

One will be forced to search for some time to find 
records better than we find in some of our schools for the 
fall and winter terms. Let us make an effort to keep imp 
to the pace that we have set. 

Very successful entertainments were given by. the 
Corner and Lake schools. 

Screens have been purchased for the doors and win- 


dows at the Corner school with funds earned by the 


school. It seems to me that the money could not have 
been used for a purpose that would give more comfort 


to the children while at work. It is the only school that 


I have visited the past year, during fly time, where the 
children and myself were not pestered by flies or mos- 
quitoes. I hope that the good work may be extended. I 


understand that the Corner school is planning to get 


some playground apparatus for the spring. Itisa splen- 
did thing, for the children need some apparatus with 
which to play. 

A framed tablet of Lincoln’s Gettysburg address was 
presented to the Lake school. ‘his speech has been 
memorized by the school. ‘This is the best bit of prose 
in the English language. A metal waste basket was 
presented to the Lake school by the Woman’s. Club. 
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This has been much appreciated by the students. The 
teacher and pupils cleaned the windows after the flies 
were nearly gone. | 


REPAIRS. 


A hard-pine ceiling was put into the Lake school 
house, the toilets repaired, window put into the founda- 
tion wall, and door. stools for the outside doors, and the 
Nickerson school house has been shingled. | 

The floors in all of the school buildings are in bad 
condition. We-would suggest that a new floor be put into 
at least one of the buildings the coming season. 

We call attention to our report of last year under 
head of needed repairs. We hope that the district will 
see its way clear to put a jacket about one of the stoves 
with a fresh air duct and a foul air duct for ventilation. 
We should modernize one of our school buildings each 
year. he expense distributed over a number of years 
would not be great, while the benefit from the change 
would be lasting. | 


SUPERINTENDENT'S TIME. 


I have attended three county teachers’ institutes, 
taking part in one at Tuftonforo, one state teachers’ as- 
sociation, two meetings of superintendents at Plymouth, 
conducted two state teachers’ examinations, taken three 
courses in education at Dartmouth Summer School and 
shave made 75 visits to the schools. My time is divided 
as follows: Five-eighths to Conway, one-eighth to Madi- 
son, one-eighth to Bartlett, and one-eighth to Bartlett 
Special. My reading and study has been along the lines 
of recent investigations made through educational sur- 
veys in various parts of the country. The best of these 
products, I have endeavored to give to our schools thru 
the teachers. I have not held teachers’ meetings, but 
have given the necessary assistance in solving the prob- 
lems at the time of my visits. This seems to work to the 
best advantage of all. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


I hope that the district will consider the advisability 
of having medical inspection in the schools, 

Dr. George Shedd, North Conway, made an offer to 
perform the operation for adenoids and enlarged tonsils 
free to those children whose parents can not afford to 
pay for the operation, the parents, or some one else, to 
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pay the hospital charge, as there is no hospital fund’ for 
this purpose, of $4.50.. There are several cases in our 
schools that should be attended to. 

MANUAL TRAINING. 

I would suggest that some action be taken toward 
the introduction, in a small way, from the sixth grade up, 
some form of manual training for the boys and domestic 
science for the girls. 


CONCLUSION. 


We wish to thank those who have worked with us so 
nobly for the past year for their hearty cooperation. Our 
attendance and the~children’s entertainments speak for 
themselves. Let us stand united in promoting our edu- 
cational institutions and through the parent teacher as- 
sociation each strive to get a point of view as seen by the 
other and adjust any and all differences that may arise 
by friendly conferences.
